Mazet Is the Chairman. 

Of course all these were voted down ana 
the original resolutions as prepared by 
Senator Platt were put through. Then the 
committee of investigation was appointed. 
Assemblyman Robert Mazet, of Manhattan, 
has been selected to fill the Lexow role of 
chairman. Of the seven committeemen the 
democrats are considerately given two, The 
four republican associates of Chairman Ma- 
zet are ‘Messrs. Fallows, of Manhattan; 
of Kings; Greenwood, of Wayne, 
and McEwan, of Albany. ‘The two dem- 
ocrats are Messrs. Boland, of Erie, and 
Redington, of Manhattan. 

The work of the committee fs to be begun 
at once. Among other things which the 
republicans claim to know is that to beat 
the single-headed police bill now pending 
in the senate the eighty police captains in 
New York have been assessed $59 each, 
the 400 sergeants $75 each, the 400 rounds- 
men $ each and the 7,000 patrolmen $25 
each. This of itself foots up £265,000. 
if it is true that such assessments have 
been made, the figures are probably great- 
ly exaggerated. Still the republicans at 
Albany are backing them.

Committee of Jefferson Celebration 
Makes Formal ouncement. 
New York, March —EHugene V. Brew- 
ster, treasurer of the committee of arrange- 
ments forthe silver dinner to be given in 
the Grand Central Palace on April 19th, 
to commemorate the birthday of Thomas 
Jefferson, gave out the following statement 

today: 

“To dispel all doubts in the mind of the 
public, friends and ‘admirers of the Chi- 
cago platform and those who have forward- 
ed money for tickets for the Jeffersonian 
dinner, we, the only authorized committee 
of arrangements, in order to avoid all dis- 
putes in future, hereby desire to announce 
that the Jeffersonian dinner will be given 
by Chicago platform democrats on Wednes- 
day, April 19th, at 7 p. m., in the Grand 
Central Palace, at which Mr. Bryan will 
be present and make an address.”’ 

It is estimated that 3,000 will be present 
at the dinner, of which 1,000 have already 
paid for seats.

Manila, March 31, 3:55 p. m.—The Ameri- 
can flag was raised over Malolos at 10 
o’clock this morning. 

The Kansas regiment and the Montana 
regiment on entering the city found it de- 
serted, the presidencia burning and the 
rebeis retreating toward the mountains in 
a state of terror. It is believed they cannot 
in future make even a faint syne. ce The 


“American lost was small. 


It is evident that the rebels had for some 
time past abandoned all hope of holding 
their capital, for the Americans found there 
evidences of elaborate preparations for 
evacuation. 

On the railroad, the rails and ties for 
about a mile had been torn up and prob- 
ably thrown into the river. 

The only prisoners captured were a few 
Chinamen. They said Aguinaldo left Ma- 
lolos on Wednesday. The principa! citizens 
of Malolos, their families and goods have 
been taken into the country over the rail- 
road, while others departed on foot. carry- 
ing their possessions and driving their cat- 
tle and other animals’ before them. | 

Malolos Practically Deserted. 

Most of the rebel forces were removed 
yesterday evening to positions east of the 
railroad, leaving only a small band in the 
strong trenches in front of Malolos. 

General MacArthur started for the rebel 
capital at 7 o’clock this morning with two 
rapid-fire guns flanking the track, two 
guns of the Utah battery on the right and 
two guns of the Sixth artillery on the left 
of the rapid firing varieties. The Kan- 
sas and Montana regiments moved upon 
Malolos and the Nebraska ang Pennsyl- 
vania regiments and the Third arfillery 
kept along the right of the railroad.

Perfect Order Prevailed. — 

The passengers all agree that perfect or- 
der and discipline prevailed on board the 
Stella. The crew promptly took up their 
stations when the steamer struck, served 
out the lifebelts and lowered the boats, 

The scene at the moment of the sinking 
of the vessel was heartrending. Women 
‘were screaming and praying, and people 
were clinging to spars and other wreckage 
in all directions. Those who had succeeded 
in getting into the boats had a narrow 
escape from being engulfe@ on account of 
the suction caused by the sinking: vessel. 

The voice of Captain Rooks from the 
bridge was frequently heard urging the 
rowers to pull for their lives. 

The boats were adrift for fifteen hours, 
during which time their occupants were 
without food or water, and as their clothes 
were drenched, they suffered greatly. 

The disaster is generally attributed tp 
the high speed at which the steamer was 
traveling in the fog, 

It is thought probable that the Partons 
were. the only Americans on board the 
Stella, as the list of survivors does not 
contain the names of any other Americans 
so far as known. 

The second mate was the only officer of 
the Stella who was saved, 

“Only One Officer Saved. 

The captain and the other officers, most 
of the crew and many of the passengers 
sank with the Stella. A boat in charge of 
the chief officer capsized, and almost all 
its occupants were drowned. A few of 
them were picked ss by other boatg. 

The steamer Monfleur returned tonight, 
after having made the circle of the Casquet 
rocks. She picked up two boats contain- 
ing women’s clothing, money, jewelry and 
an opera glass case. The last had evident- 
ly been used in bailing. 

Many pathetic incidents aré reported. In 
several casts men lifted their wives and 
children into the boats and then perished 
themselves in their presence. One wife who 
was thus bereaved lost her reason. 


A large number of the survivors arrived 
sie ithout any clothing, clad only in 
blankeis.

The expectation that the sittings of 
the commission will be in Samoa, where 
for the time being they will have authority 
over the whole range of Samoan affairs, 
so far as the high commission may think 
fit to act in order to fully restore order 
and establish affairs on a stable basis. It 
will require no treaty to bring the commis- 
sion into existence, and the acceptances of 
the United States and Great Britain will 
about complete it. | 

Men of Standing Chosen. 

It is understood that the men selected for 
commission will be of high standing, so 
as to give added weight and dignity to 
their findings, such, for instance, as the 
consul general of Germany, whose juris- 
iction covers the whole range of* Pacific 
affairs.

Judge Fite Reads Quite a Temperance 
Lecture in Passing Sentence on 
the Murderer. 


Cartersville, Ga., March 31.—(Special.)— 
Judge Fite this morning passed sentence on 
Bud Hackett, the murderer of Tom Morris, 
directing his execution by the sheriff,<the 
hanging to be private and on Friday, the 
12th day of May. 

The case was cne which grew in interest 
as it progressed, and at 8 o'clock this 
morning when the court assembled the 
courthouse was packed. 

Judge Fite was particularly impressive in 
his talk when passing sentence and cited 
the dangers of whisky, which 
into: demons and in this case caused the 
taking of the life of an inoffensive young 
man and in the taking away of his slayer 
as law’s recompense would leave a young 
woman in widowhood and an infant an or- 


phan. 
Hackett’'s young wife and*old mother, 
who had been beside him through the 


trial, at this juncture broke down, the for- 
mer uttering piercing shrieks, and the man 
who had- heid up during the ordeal ot the 
trial with a stoicism and apparent nerve 
generally remarked upon, showed a dis- 
tortion of features, a few nervous jerks 
and fell helpless first on his wife and infant 
and then limp to the floor, where he re- 
mained for fully twenty minutes in «@ faint 
until he was restored. 

The sentence was finished. Hackett was 
carried back to jail and his wife and moth- 
er were kindly assisted by officers to the 
Edst and West cars, which they boarded 
for their humble and dismal abode near 
Stilesboro. 

Hackett was a tenant of the farm of R. 
T. Harris when the crime was committed. 
He‘went by his homeé-there and had a set- 


tlement with Mr. Harris at daylight on 
the morning of the killing. Hackett lo- 


cated in Habersham county as a workman 
on a farm, when his whereabouts became 
known; to officers and he was arrested. 
William King and W. C. Collins were the 
main witnesses for the state, and told in a 
direct way how Hackett, who was playing 
the violin at a-dance, called the boy, Morris, 
who was beating straws on the strings, 
away from the house d out in the fieids, 
where he cursed him gwd the witnesses com- 
‘ng up caught hold*of him and he fired 
his pistol, which was'in his hand, at which 
they let go of him partially through fear. 


He then pushed the boy forward into a 
stooping pusi..cn 1d fired two balls into*his 
back. 


Hackett’s statement was a rambling, con- 
fused -denial of the killing, saying he Was 
grabbed from behind and the shots were 
tired by someone, but he didn’t know who.

His whole ca- 
reer shows that he has been fighting for 
a principle. Liberty—political freedom 
—self-government—these have been his 
ideals, and to these he has devoted his 
life, and now, near the close of a stormy 
career, he has begun to lose confidence 
in the people for whom he has sacrificed 


the ease and comforts of his home in 


San Domingo. It has beén through 
General Gomez that the people of Ouba 
have been relieved of the yoke of Span- 


‘ish oppression; for there has not been 


a moment since the recent revolution 
began when the retirement of this grim 
old warrior would not have been the sig- 
nal for the collapse of the movement. 
It was Gomez who outgeneraled Weyler

The main topic of consideration 
was the resolution introduced by Burton 
Smith providing fer an annual election of 
all district inspectors, and taking the power 
of appointment virtually out of the hands 
of the chief inspector. 

It was decided: that the resolution should 
lie over until the next regular meeting two 
v«eeks hence before being voted on. There 
was no discussion on the subject, therefore, 
at vesterday’s session. From present indi- 
cations the next meeting will develop some 
lively: speeches, for it is predicted that Mr, 
Smith will be strongiy opposed in his move.

Under the present rule, the imspectors are 


supposed to hold their jobs as long as “hey 
do their duty. Mr. Smith believes the new 
rule would result in more efficient work 
in the department. 

When seen after the board meeting yes- 
terday afternoon, he made the following 
statement relative to his resolution: 

“T am not certain in my own mind as to 
whether all the employees named in my 
resolution should be. elected by the board 
of health every year. I put them.in, how- 
ever, so that the board might act onit. As 
to the ‘other features, I am satisfied if the 
proposed changes were made the depart- 
ment would be greatly benefited. 

“T pelieve that when an inspector realizes 
his term of office is only one year, and that 
his re-election depends on his work, that 
he will give the city much more faithful 
service. Again, any inquirles about the 
men that the members of the board might 
make at any time would not be apt to 
cause so much uneasiness, because the em- 
ployees would know we were considering 
them for re-election, whereas now, !f we 
make inquires about a man he immediately 
thinks we are after his scalp. 

“Under the present system a charge of 
inefficiency or something similar has to be 
made against a man before he can be dis- 
charged. Under the one year election plan 
the board would be able to discharge any 
man who has not been doing his duty 
without such an unpleasant necessity. I 
am of the firm opinion the department 
would be benefited by the change.” 

President ‘Miller was asked for his- opinion 
on the Smith resolution. 

“Wait until the next meeting,”’ was his 
repiy.

The ol4 convict lease system in Georgia 

expired at midnight and for the next five 
years at least the state will try the experi- 
ment of taking care of its own convict la- 
bor. 
_Of the new contractors for the labor of 
the prisoners the majority of them are old 
lessees who have depended on the work of 
the convicts in’ mines, factories and on 
farms, but who in ‘the future will be de- 
prived of the care of their prisoners. 

The new prison farm at Milledgeville, 
which is to be operated by the labor of 
those convicts who are physically incapaci- 
tated for the work of the prison camps, is. 
unexpectedly not ready for the reception 
of its inmates and the 200 odd prisoners se- 


. lected to operate the farm will not be sent 


to Milledgeville until April 10th. 
Considerable delay has been experienced 
4n the erection of the buildings, for the farm, 
owing to the litigation which has been 
pending with the people of Milledgeville, 


\ and the prison commissioners regret that 


the buildings are not ready on time. 

“The exchange of prisoners from one camp 
to another will begin this morning, the 
commissioners after the labor of several 
days having completed the list of convicts 
to be furnished to each contractor. The 


' exchange will be tedious and it will prob- 


able take until the middle of next week to 
bring it to completion. 
No Change in Guards. 

It was expected that the prison commis- 
sion would appoint successors to the camp 
guards and physicians immediately so that 
the change in that respect could also be 
effected this morning, but on account of the 
rush of business the commissioners have 
been unable'to take up the matterand the 
same guards now in the employ of the les- 
sees will be expected fo make the change of 
convicts for che state. Beginning with this 


‘ morning the old guards will be in the pay 


of the state instead of the lessees and no 
changes will be made in wardens, except 
in a few cases, until the exchange of con- 
victs has been completed. 


Who the Contractors Are. 

The new contractors for the labor of the 
convicts are sixteen in number and between 
them the commissioners have divided the 
2;000 prisoners. The contractors are:

Of the new contractors all but six of 
them were lessees under the old system.

Under the new system of ieasing. the 
price paid by the contractors for the labor 
of the convicts will average $14.a head per 
month. The old system gave the. state a 
stipulated amount fixed at $25,000. but the 
actual profit never amounted to more than 
$17,000. 4 

With the mew system ‘in operation the 
State wil make clear annually $100,000, or 
an increasé of $75,000 over former vears.

events that could not be controlled have 
prevented the completion of the farm build- 
ings. 

One of the buildings which was approach- 
ing completion blew down last week, and 
thia in addition to the delay from the suit 
against the commissioners by. the town of 


Milledgeville prevented the work from be- 
ing finished.

=" IN THE INSURANCE FIELD. 
A recent editorial in The New York Com- 
mercial under the head of ‘Fire Insurance 
Companies Must Combine,"’ has caused no 
small amount of talk in fire insurance cir- 
cles and the subject matter of the article 
is, to say the least, highly entertaining. 
After referring to an interview with 
President Washburn, of the Home Fire In- 
surance Company of New York, concerning 
the arrest and conviction of companies do- 
ing business In Kentucky for entering into 
any illegal combination to maintain raies, 
the interesting part of the editorial follows: 
“The fire insurance companies of the 
country have never been able to combine in 
any such sense as have many of the com- 
mercial institutions which can monopolize 
the market. To monopolize~the insurance 
market is thought an impossibility, because 
a new insurance company can be organized 


can offer any rates it pleases. The fact is 
that the companies have never been able 
to combine, except in the face of great dan- 
ger and under the spur of necessity. 

“The reason for this necessity is that 
there is no way by which to establish what 
is a proper rate in fire insurance. The com- 
panies have Kept their statistics from one 
another, with the result that’ the actua! 
hazard in any section of the country on 
any class of property is really unknown. 
Of course, in some of the largest companies 
the managers have pfivately ascertained 
this, so far as they_@an ascertain it from 
the experience of /that company. That in- 
formation, ywever, is of very little value 
to them, —- nove at all to the genera! in- 
surance warld./The result ef this want of 
certain infarnyation about what insurance 
costs, brings /it about that when a rate 
war is on in fire insurance there is,no bot- 
to SF 

“Theeonsequence is that the only way by 
which there can be any regulation of prem-’ 
ijums is either by tacit or open combination 
to fix them. There is no known factor of 
cost such as there is in manufacturing, for 
instance, which serves as a minimum be- 
low which rates cannot permanently go 
Of course, if the war be kept up long 
enough, the failure of the weaker com- 
panies demonstrates that the rates have 
been too low; but when it does thai, it does 
not show what would have been the right 
rates. 

“The possibility, of ruinous competitis | 
is still further fostered by the inadequate 
reserve laws of the various states. These 
laws have imiformly required companies to, 
reserve a certain portion of their premi- 
ums: that is to say, the smaller the premi- 
um the smatier the reserves, and the larger 
the premium the larger the reserves. The 
result is that a company which does a 
veckless business might be held to be sol- 
vent when, as a matter of fact, it is on the 
brink of failure. 

“These evils have been understood by 
fire insurance men for a tong time. They 
have been debated in their conventions and 
in the conventions of state insurance Com- 
missions. The companies have been. urged 
to unite their statstics and to demonstrate 
what is the normal cost in each state of the 
union, with the result that it might be pos- 
sible for the state to fix a reserve which 
would require a company to have money 
enough to actually carry out its obliga- 
tions. The effect of this, of course, would 
be that no company would dare to assume 
an obligation less than this ascertained 
minimum cost. Besides, even if no state 
changed {ts reserve laws at once, the com- 
panies themselves would be advised as‘ to 
what is dangerous and what is safe.”

as had been expected, leaves the new crop 
considerably worse off than at this time 
last year, the present condition—$4,2—com- 
paring with 89.8 on April 1, 1898.

shadowed at this time last year. The im- 
portance of this estimate to the prospective 
state of western railway traffic will be at 
once apparent, It should be added that the 
reserves in farmers’ hands are reckoned at 
from 60,000,000 to 70,000,000 bushels above a 
year ago, thus making what may be termed 
the “‘visible supply’’ of cailway tonnage in 
winter wheat something like 100,000,000 
bushels in excess of 1898. Of course, such 
a computation as this is only valuable as 
a basis of comparison, for it. is. much too 
early to obtain even an approximate fore- 
cast of the size of the new harvest. How- 
even a comparison, while it is so 
distinctly favorable as this, justifies the 
comment already frequently made that 
crop uncertainties can logically exert less 
restraint- than is usual at this period of 
the year.

ue “to timely rains in. California, the 
situation has improved considerably during 
the last month.

to offset the improvement in California,

Keports vary in a marked degree as to 
the amount of damage susiained during 
the -winter. While ‘it is to be reasonably 
expected thatg considerable injury resulted, 
especially to the ijiate-souwn, from the ex- 
tremely iow temperatures prevailing. during 
February, when the plant in many in- 
stances was bare, and in others had but a 
scanty covering of snow, and laier trom 
the alternate ftreezing and thawing, stiil 
the extent of damage cannot be ,accurate- 
ly ascertained until after grow.ng Weather 
Sets. in, 

Whaet was seeded last fall under gener- 
ally favorable conditions. While some of 
it was put in rather late in the central 
states; due to excessive.rains, the ground 
was in prime condition as a rule and the 
seed germinated rapidly. 

As a result, the December condition was 
returned as almost perfeet, thus giving un- 
mistakable evidence that the root growth 
Was vigor@us and healthy. 

In these days of drilling in, where the 
seed reaches a greater depth of soil than 
formerly, it becomes a matter of grave 
doubt whether the roots are ever so disas- 
trously affected as to seriously curtail the 
yield, that is, excepting those instances 
Where the plants have been ‘‘heaved" by 
aternate fréezing and thawing. 

* Whether the frost line has reached a 
sufficient depth the past winter as to cause 
irretrievable damage, fs a matter for fu- 
ture demonstration. 

Many correspondents state that where 
now the plant seems dead, examination dis- 
closes that the roots, in many instances 
are alive, and that with geniai weather 
‘during the next four or five weeks these 
plants would be nursed back to life,: 

The weather is uniformly reported un- 
seasonable, and in the great agricultural 
states it has been impossible to accomplish 
much in the way of preparing the soil for 
spring sowings. As recently as the 27th 
instant a heavy snowfall-was reported over 
extensive areas in the winter wheat belt. 
Even.as far south as Texas the weather 
has been of such.a wintery character. as 
to greatly retard farming operations. In 
average seasons in the southern states 65 
per cent of the planting is completed by 
April ist, but this year practically nothing 
has been done, and this condition of back- 
wardness naturally becomes more accen- 
tuated in the more northern latitudes, 

Farmers seem greatly discouraged, and 
the extent of increase or decrease in the 
areas of the principal cereal crops will 
remain a matter of doubt to a later period 
this psring than in many years. 

The following statement affords a review 
of the condition of wheat at intervals dur- 
ing the winter, and its present promise as 
compared with the like date last year:

New York, March 3h.—Bradstrect’s to- 
morrow will say: : 

‘There is a quieter tone in several lines 
of busirfess this week, independent of the 
reaction in volume of distributive demarid, 
resulting from continued unfavorable 
weather conditons in a iarge section of the 
country. The strength of quoted values, 
however, fails to show that any material 
slackening of underlying movements have 
as yet become appurent in leading lines. 
Less is doing naturally in leading eastern 
texiile markets on the current season's 
account, but an encouraging element {is 
found in the readiness of buyers to place 
orders for fall delivery. While leading 
western markets hote that the edge has 
been taken off demand and,that bad roads 
and weather combined have retarded retail 
distribution, and hence affected collections 
in some sections, results of the first quar- 
ter’s trade with wholesalers have been so 
good that their sanguine cheerfulness as 
to the outlook is especially notable. 

‘Industrial conditions continue of a most 
attering character with advance in wages 
still a prominent feature in the iron, steel, 
machinery and allied trades. in some lines 
of manufacturing, it is true; talk of pro- 
jected or possible combinations has made 
for some uncertainty. Notable in this re- 
spect has, been the glass trade, in which, 
however, plans {or combinations seemed to 
have temporarily failed of accompiish- 
ment. 

‘Tron and steel are in less active demand 
at nearly all markets, but this, in some 
meausre, appears to be the result of scauty 
stocks or possible suppiies offering and not 
so much of any curtailment of needs of 
small consumers, Larger consumers, with 
supplies secured aihead, are reported wait- 
ing to test the strength of the seliers’ po- 
sition on later deliveries. Prices of mate- 
rial are firm, with some -further advances 
at the west in rails. Copper and lead 
show some return of strength after the 
recent weakyess. 

‘‘Lumber demand, thougth interfered with 
at retail, shows all the old strength of 
prices. i 

“There is some shrinkage in the dry goods 
demand at New York, but there is reported 
a rather better outlook on woolen. goods. 

‘Talk of combinations in the woolen man- 
vfacturing trade has softened wool quota- 
tions at Boston. 

‘Philadelphia reports steel plants nearly 
double the price when the present move- 
ment began, and the strength of quinine as 
not. being impaired. 

“Bad weather in general is complained of 
at the west as hurting distribution at re- 
tail, but St. Louis reports little apparent 
damage to winter wheat, and that iarge or- 
ders for cars and railway equipment gen- 
erally are being placed. Spring trade at 
Chicago is the best since 1892 and suprasses 
that year in many lines; tanners dare pre- 
paring inventories necessary to going into 
the new combination and iron and steel are 
still active, though with less snap than 
heretofore. Southern advices are fairly 
cheerful. dron is firm ‘at Birmingham, 
though there are reports of immense fu- 
ture increases in the southern fields out- 
put. ;

. “Past reports of prosperous trade condi- 
tions find confirmation in the smaliest num- 
ber of failures, for the first quarter, re- 
ported for seventeen years past, while 
liab.ities are lighter than for twelve years 
preceding. The percentag of assets to li- 
abilities, too, is as low as that reported in 
th emost prosperous years. The total num- 
ber of failures for the first quarter of 
1899, as reported to Bradstreet’s, was 2,779, 
21 per cent smaller than last year, 31 per 
cent less than in 1887 and 13 per cent smauer 


than in 1892, while liabilities aggregated | 
$31,221,658, 13 per cent less than in 1898, 9 


per cent less than in 1896, and 20 per cen 
srialler than in 1893. Increases in failures 
over a year ago are noted in New Eng- 
land, due mainly to a large number of em- 
barrassment in Magsaphupetts, put the 
only increase in any group of the states 
is noted in the far west.”
